America lias come to the fore os a world power 
at an especially trying and demanding time. The 
atomic age 1ms arrived just when the world was 
beginning to find some solutions to the rimny prob- 
lenis presented to it in rapid succession by the age 
of steam and electricity. No one doubts that t hese 
threshold years of the atomic age through which 
we are passing can bring us either undreamed-of 
good or indescribable evil. This is the promise — 
and the threat — of brcathtakiiiglv rapid material 
progress. Whether we shall harvest the fruits 
of the promise or of the threat will dej>end upon 
the moral direction which humanity as a whole 
can give to the immense physical forces which it 
now possesses. This whole question is given 
added urgency by the highly charged situation 
in which a shrunken world is largely divided into 
two opposing carnps, each ixissesscd of the ability 
virtually to destroy the other. 

Then* are many who fear that this situation can 
end only in mutual destruction. Tin*. Communists 
would appear to believe that some great holocaust 
is in storo for mankind, inasmuch as the one re- 
curring theme in Communist dogma is tin* “in 
evitable" light to the finish between the Com- 
munist and capitalist worlds — despite Communist 
tactical protestations from time to time of peace 
ful intent. This seeming conviction is indeed one 
of the greatest dangers of communism, for it is a 
certainty that both men and nations tend to gravi- 
tate toward what they constantly hold Indore the 
mind's eye. 1 cannot Udieve. however, that we 
are inexorably moving toward some great Wag- 
nerian catastrophe on a world wale. The uni- 
versal will to live is a powerful force in (iod>. 
human ex|H*riment on earth, nnd I cannot lieliew 
that anything as meaningful as that great ex 
|K*riment is destined either to explode or to lizzie 
out. 
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There is no mistaking the furl that the in- 
ternational problems which our country faces are 
many and complex, and some an* exceedingly frus- 
trating in that there does not si-eui to U: an easy 
or quick solution to them. To some degree we 
Americans must share the guilt of all, that these 
problems confront our present world in the forms 
which they take. I believe, however, that we 
will lx* called u|M»n to contribute to their solu 
tion iu far greater measure than we may have, 
through sins of either commission or omission, 
contributed to their emergence. This i** natural 
and right, if only because our equipment to meet 
them is without any doubt adequate to the chal- 
lenge, provided we fully recognize and rightly 
use both our vast material and spiritual strength. 
We need to remind ourselves that our nation is in 
fact something new and different on the fuce of 
the earth. It is the lirst nation in history which 
at its inception was founded consciously, care 
fully, uud prayerfully on the during proposition 
that a 1 i men are created equal and which was 
designed to insure for each individual personal 
freedom and opportunity, as nearly equal ami 
unlimited a< imperfect human institutions can 
contrive. 

1 have devoted this milch time to reminding 
ourselves (with of the precarious state of our world 
and of the challenge which is presented to our 
country, Uvause Asia's problems are peculiarly 
the product of these forces which have converged 
oil the 2*Hli century ami because Asians seek pre- 
cisely whnt we ourselves have sought and won in 
sm h gratifying measure.

It would U* u mistake to assume, however, that 
there is not tremendous force behind the so-called 
“New ( hmu. ' Most of this force derives from the* 
energy of l lie true Asian revolution, which in 
(’Inna has been i apt need and imperfectly but dan* 
ocroti-l v harnessed by communism -but force is 
there. I n a few areas, and at phast ly cost in others, 
communism itself has Iteen able to supply m 
limited and usually warped form a few of the 
things which the Chinese sought and tieeded. 

( Vummimsm has sue ce« sled to some extent in flat- 
tering youth and women by giving them difficult 
and important jul>s to do. Insofar as communism 
with its demands and challeugi-s resembles a te- 
lipon, allied a perverted and materialist ie one, it 
has helped till the uncomfortable vacuum left by 
(lie earlier breakdown of the ancient Coufucian 
morality and of the closely kmt, authoritarian 
family Cast but not least, the Chinese Com- 
munist regime, while it leas certainly not brought 
to the ( ’{> jiie.se a national dignity by its lawless 
ads, has managed Ittyvl very milch into the lime 
light and with Soviet help has achieved a military 
potential of inonaring proportions. Although 
(’onmninist China was at the tJrneva ( onfeietiii 1 
largely because if was the chief instigator of the 
troubles which the Conference itself was designed 
to settle, its presence there inescapably gave it 
added “prest i^‘.' C.vrn those (’hme-e who m 
then hearts oppose tlie regime must derive some 
satisfaction f runt tins “prestige," even though they 
mav have vast It preferred that it tie attained by 
mure honorable means. 



< ‘Inna and the Soviet I iinm are losing no t one ttt 
attempt mo to capitalize on the .Mao regime’s 
growing prominence, in an attempt to gain it 
inter 'national acceptance, through wider diploma 
tic recognition and a seat m I hr I Anted Nations.
